“These,” Perluss said, “are
the positive aspects of pre-
paring to look for work and
conducting oneself in the
employment interview.

An applicant sometimes
fails to get the joh he seeks,
the employment director
went on to say, because:

1. His appearance is not
suitable for the work he asks
for; the wages he asks are
unrealistic; he lacks suffi-
(cient training for the work;
or he has an unbusiness-
like attitude or behavior.

2. He asks too many ques-
tions about the job, giving
the impression of reluctance
to do the work; he shows ex-
treme nervousness; he fails
to show up for an interview
at the appointed time; or he
takes a second person with
him when looking for the
job.

3. He shows an unfriendly
manner, (A person can be
businesslike and at the same
time evidence dignified
friendliness.)
